What is per capita
personal income? Per
capita personal in-
come is the annual
total personal income
divided by the July 1st
resident population.
Personal income is
the income received by
all persons from par-
ticipation in produc-
tion, from government
and business transfer
payments, and from
government interest.
Personal income is the
sum of net earnings
by place of residence,
rental income, per-
sonal dividend and
interest income, and
transfer payments.
Personal income is
measured before the
deduction of personal
income taxes and
other personal taxes
and is reported in cur-
rent dollars (no ad-
justment is made for
price changes). In sim-
pler terms, it is the
front page of your
1040 tax form.

In 2004, national per
capita income grew
4.7 percent, more

than double the 2.2 per-
cent growth in the pre-
vious year. This is the
fastest pace since 2000,
when per capita income
grew 6.8 percent. In
2004, Tennessee’s per
capita income increased
by 4.8 percent to
$30,005. In 2003, the
per capita income in
Tennessee was $28,641
(revised).

Three sectors made no-
table contributions to
this increased growth in
2004 — professional
services, finance
(mostly in the North-
east), and construction
(mostly in the West).
The states with the
highest growth rates —
North Dakota, Iowa,
and South Dakota —
benefited from record
production of corn, soy-
beans, and other crops
plus high prices due to
poor harvests in various
parts of the world. The
states with the lowest
growth rates were
Michigan, Georgia, and
Alaska.

In 2004, Connecticut

had the highest per
capita income
($45,398). Conversely,
Mississippi had the
lowest per capita in-
come ($24,650). The
District of Columbia
had a per capita income
of $51,803. Tennessee’s
per capita income
ranked 35th, un-
changed from the previ-
ous year.

During the last year,
the Tennessee popula-
tion increased by
56,000 (1.0 percent). In
2004, Tennessee’s popu-
lation ranked 16th, un-
changed from the prior
year. The U.S. popula-
tion increased by
2,866,000 (1.0 percent),
with over 40 percent of
that increase in Califor-
nia, Florida, and Texas.
The states with the
largest percentage in-
creases were Nevada,
Arizona, and Florida
(all over 2.3 percent).
Only the District of Co-
lumbia and Massachu-
setts had population
declines

Tennessee's seasonally adjusted estimated
unemployment rate for May 2005 was 6.2
percent, up four-tenths of a percent from the
April 2005 rate. This is the fifth month that
Tennessee had a seasonally adjusted
unemployment rate higher than the national
rate.

The United States’ unemployment rate was
5.1 percent in May 2005. In May 2004, the
national unemployment rate was 5.5 percent,
and the state’s unemployment rate was 5.4
percent.

Across Tennessee, the unemployment rate
increased in 45 counties, decreased in 31
counties, and remained the same in 19
counties. The lowest rate occurred in Moore
County at 3.8 percent, down 0.4 percent from
the previous month. The highest rate was
Wayne County's 13.0 percent, up from 12.5
percent in April.

Total nonfarm employment increased by
22,200 jobs from May 2004 to May 2005.
During this period, there were increases
in health care/social assistance (up 6,100
jobs), which includes increases of 3,500
jobs in ambulatory health care services
and 1,700 jobs in hospitals; retail trade
(up 4,400 jobs), which includes an
increase of 1,900 jobs in general
merchandise stores; professional/
business services (up 3,300 jobs), which
includes an increase of 1,800 jobs in
professional/scientific/technical services

and 1,200 jobs in administrative/support/
waste management; construction (up
2,200 jobs); wholesale trade (up 2,200
jobs), which includes an increase of 1,200
jobs in wholesale electronic markets;
accommodation/food services (up 2,000
jobs), which includes an increase of 3,700
jobs in food services/drinking places and a
decline of 1,700 jobs in accommodation;
and financial activities (up 2,000 jobs),
which includes an increase of 1,100 jobs
in finance/insurance. This was partially
offset by drops in information (down
1,400 jobs), state government educational

services (down 1,100 jobs), and food/
beverage stores (down 1,000 jobs).

During May, nonfarm employment
increased by 4,800 jobs. There were
increases in food services/drinking places
and construction (both up 2,500 jobs) and
administrative/support waste
management (up 1,200 jobs). This was
offset by declines in state government
educational services (down 2,900 jobs),
professional/scientific technical services
(down 2,500 jobs), and educational
services (down 1,300 jobs).

The data from all the nonfarm employment estimates tables include all full- and part-time nonfarm wage and salary employees who worked during or received pay
for any part of the pay period that includes the 12th of the month. This is a count of jobs by place of work. Agricultural workers, proprietors, self-employed persons,
workers in private households, and unpaid family workers are excluded.
